To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Parnborough  Urban  District  Council* 

Mr*  Chairman^  Madam  and  Gentlemen^ 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  to  you 
for  the  year  1956* 

The  population  of  the  district  is  now  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General  to  be  29 >630,  an  increase  of  1,370,  which  is  the 
largest  increase  since  19490  Since  that  year  the  population  has 
increased  by  3,100* 

The  general  health  of  the  district  is  satisfactory* 

As  regards  infectious  diseases,  Measles  notifications 
were  low,  thirty- two,  and  only  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was 
notified*  Scarlet  Fever  of  recent  years  has  become  of  very  minor 
importance  and  cases  have  not  been  serious*  No  Diphtheria  occurred. 

Five  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified,  one  non- 
paralytic and  four  paralytic.  The  paralysis  affected  either  arm 
or  leg  and  was  of  varying  severity,  necessitating  somewhat 
prolonged  after  care.  No  deaths  occurred* 

During  the  year  Sonne  Dysentery  outbreaks  in  two  of  the 
schools  occurred  and  fifty-three  cases  were  notified.  This 
infection  is  troublesome  to  control  and  difficxilt  to  eradicate, 
fortunately  it  is  not  usually  serious  except  in  babies,  and  modem 
drugs  are  a great  help.  The  immunity  after  an  attack  is  only 
short-lived  and  is  no  guarantee  against  a further  attack.  The 
infection  is  very  wide  spread  both  here,  in  this  Country,  and 
abroad,  many  people  contract  it  on  their  stunmer  holidays  on  the 
continent.  Personal  cleanliness  especially  of  the  hands  is  a 
factor  in  the  control. 

Prophylactic  injections  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping 
Cough  continue  and  have  displaced  the  injection  of  the  old 
Diphtheria  vaccine  to  a very  great  extent*  A triple  vaccine, 
giving  protection  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 
is  now  available  and  in  use  but  the  double  prophylactic  against 
Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  is  still  the  most  popular. 

I wish  to  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  Mr.  Snowden, 

Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  staff  of  the  Department 
for  their  good  help  and  willingness  d\iring  the  year,  and  to  the 
Committee  for  their  kind  interest  and  advice.

The  number  of  new  cases  notified  or  transferred  into  the 
district  during  the  year  was  thirty  seven,  twenty  male  and  seventeen 
female  cases.  Sixty  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  and  the 
total  number  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  one  hundred  and 
fifty  six.  This  figure  comprised  one  hundred  and  thirty  six  oases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (eighty  eight  male  and  forty  eight  female) 
and  twenty  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (eight  male  and  twelve 
female) . 


A Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  Aldershot  and  details  of 
this  are  given  in  the  section  dealing  with  the  provision  of  Health 
Services.

Mr.  Chairman^  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for 
1956 > and  my  seventeenth  as  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

It  has  been  a difficult  year  in  the  Department.  For  nine 
months  we  were  without  both  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  a General  Assistant.  This  would  be  serious  at  any  time  in  a 
small  Department,  but  particularly  so  at  present  when  so  much  new 
Public  Health  legislation  is  being  passed,  placing  additional  duties 
on  the  Department o We  have  done  our  best  to  keep  up  with  the  more 
urgent  duties,  other  work  had  to  remain  in  abeyance. 

The  temporairy  closing  of  our  largest  slaxighterhouse, 
following  court  proceedings,  eased  the  pressure  of  meat  inspection 
work  and  enabled  us  to  keep  up  with  our  Unfit  Housing  Programme. 

It  was  a year  of  progress  in  the  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage 
Service.  Notwithstanding  a quota  for  waste  paper  placed  upon  us  by 
the  Mills,  the  amount  of  material  salvaged  was  a record,  1,210  tons 
produced  £8,228.  We  maintained  a regular  weekly  emptying  of  dustbins, 
and  improved  the  equipment  of  this  service  by  the  introduction  of  a 
new  refuse  collection  vehicle  and  a new  tracked  shovel  for  use  at  the 
controlled  tip. 

During  the  year,  an  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  changing  the 
designation  of  Sard-tary  Inspector  to  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Mr.  NoTo  Hudson,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  left  the 
Department  for  an  appointment  at  Chelmsford  after  eight  years  excellent 
service.  The  vacancy  was  eventually  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
JoEoT.  Bastable,  and  the  vacant  post  of  General  Assistant  by  Mr.  D.H. 
Joiner.  We  also  lost  the  excellent  services  of  Miss  A.  Nelson, 
Clerical  Assistant,  who  married  and  emigrated  to  Canada. 

Captain  L.G.  Lawrance,  R.A.M.C.,  Army  School  of  Health,  was 
given  leave  of  absence  by  the  Wax  Office  to  enable  him  to  enter  the 
Department  to  receive  training  for  a year,  prior  to  taking  the  Public 
Health  Inspector’s  examination.  He  commenced  f\ill  time  training  in 
April o 


I again  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  W. 
Walmsley,  for  their  continued  interest  and  support,  and  to  the  staff 
and  workpeople  for  their  loyal  and  efficient  service  during  the  year.

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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 

1.  WATER. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by 
the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company. 

Close  liaison  is  maintained  between  the  officers  of  the 
Water  Company  and  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Formerly  many  houses  in  Farnborough  obtained  their 
domestic  water  supply  from  shallow  wells.  In  the  whole  of  the 
Urban  District  as  extended  in  1953 > only  foxir  houses  are  now 
without  piped  water  supply,  three  of  these  being  situated  in 
the  added  area. 

Sources  of  Supply. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  Pumping  Stations  at  Primley, 
Itchel,  Greywell,  Lasham  and  Beenham’s  Heath  near  Wokingham. 

The  Primley  water  is  collected  from  springs  in  the 
Bagshot  sands,  and  at  Itchel,  Greywell,  Lasham  and  Beenham's 
Heath  it  is  pumped  from  deep  wells  in  chalk. 

Treatment . 

The  Primley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  5*5  grains  per 
gallon  and  is  subjected  to  treatment  by  aeration,  sedimentation 
and  filtration,  before  being  pumped  into  supply. 

The  water  from  the  various  chalk  wells  serving  the  area 
varies  in  hardness  from  16. 5 to  21  grains/gallon  and  softening  is 
carried  out  at  the  sources  in  order  to  reduce  the  hardness  to  the 
statutory  limit  of  12  grains/gallon. 

The  water  from  all  sources  is  practically  sterile  in  the 
raw  state,  before  treatment,  but  is  given  a precautionary  dose  of 
chlorine  during  the  normal  process  of  treatment,  in  conformity 
with  modem  waterworks  practice. 

Purity  of  Supply. 

Samples  of  water  are  taken  regularly  and  frequently  by 
the  Company  before  and  after  treatment  at  the  works  and  in  supply. 
They  are  examined  chemically  and  bacteriologically  by  the  Company’s 
resident  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists  and,  in  addition,  samples 
are  submitted  to  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
independent  examination  and  report  at  regular  intervals. 

The  reports  during  the  past  year  on  all  treated  waters 
have  shown  a consistently  high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial 
p\irity. 

Conditions  of  Supply  generally. 

The  supply  to  all  premises  connected  within  the  Urban 
District  is  constant,  and  laid  on  directly  from  the  main  to  the 
house  taps.  Outside  standpipes  are  mainly  used  for  such  purposes 
as  gardens  or  car  washing. 
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The  consvunption  of  water  during  1956  was  the  highest  on  record, 
hut  adequate  supplies  were  at  all  times  available  for  all  purposes 
without  restriction. 

I am  obliged  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Mid-Wessex  Water 
Company  for  information  supplied  for  this  section  of  the. report. 

2.  DRAINAGE  MD  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  two  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  the  district,  one 
situated  in  South  Parnborough  and  the  other  at  Cove. 

The  Council  has  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  an  application  for  a loan  to  carry  out  the  first 
stage  of  the  scheme  for  the  extension  of  Cove  Sewage  Works.  The 
complete  scheme  has  been  approved  in  principle,  but  sanction  for  loan 
has  not  yet  been  granted  and  is  not  likely  to  be  under  the  present 
financial  stringency. 

Unfortunately,  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  provide  main 
sewerage  to  the  part  of  Hawley  which  was  added  to  the  Urban  District 
some  years  ago.  This  is  unf ortxmate , not  only  because  of  the 
nuisances  which  arise,  but  new  houses  erected  in  this  area  have  to  be 
provided  with  cesspools.  By  means  of  frequent  emptying  of  cesspools 
by  the  Council  and  constant  supervision  every  effort  is  made  to 
prevent  fo\iling  of  ditches  and  watercourses. 

Apart  from  this  unsewered  part  of  the  area,  only  forty  three 
properties  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage  system.  These  are 
outside  the  statutory  distance  or  the  levels  do  not  permit  them  to  be 
connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

The  supervision  of  drainage  work  at  new  buildings  is  carried 
out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  all  new  and  re-construction 
work  at  existing  buildings  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

New  drains  constructed  are  subjected  to  a water  or  smoke  test  before 
they  are  approved.  A considerable  amount  of  this  work  was  carried 
out  notwithstanding  the  high  cost  of  building;  improvements  and 
additions  involving  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  additional  water 
closets  and  better  kitchen  arrangements  being  extensive.  Much  of 
this  work  was  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  under 
the  Housing,  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954- 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  properties  which 
are  not  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system  and  the  type  of 
sanitary  accommodation  provided :-

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Simnnary  Proceedings  were  taken  against  a "builder  for 
carrying  out  unsatisfactory  drainage  works  without  notification 
having  been  given  so  that  the  work  could  be  inspected  and  tested. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  South  Ward 
discharges  into  the  River  Blackwater,  which  is  a tributary  of  the 
River  Thames,  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  West  Ward 
discharges  into  the  Cove  Brook,  which  is  a tributary  of  the  River 
Blackwater.  These  streams  are  under  the  control  of  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Board  for  the  prevention  of  pollution. 

4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  details  included  in  the  "Drainage  and  Sewerage"  section 
of  my  Report  show  the  number  and  types  of  closet  accommodation, 
other  than  freshwater  closets,  in  use  at  premises  which  are  not 
connected  to  the  Coxincil’s  sewers.  Pail  or  Elsan  chemical  closets 
in  use  at  movable  dwellings  are  not  included  in  this  table. 

Fresh  water  closets  are  in  general  use,  except  in  the 
xjnsewered  area  of  the  West  Ward. 

The  contents  of  the  pail  closets  are  emptied  twice  weekly 
or  on  request. 

5.  PUBLIC  CORVERIENCES. 

There  are  no  changes  to  report  regarding  our  Public 
Conveniences.  Apart  from  those  provided  for  ladies  in  Camp  Road, 
they  £upe  a poor  lot  and,  in  ray  opinion,  quite  unworthy  of  a district 
such  as  Parnborough.  I hope  that  when  it  is  possible  we  will  provide 
throughout  the  whole  Urban  District,  public  lavatories  that  will  be 
a credit  to  us. 

6.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  ARP  SALVAGE. 

General . 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  responsible  to  the 
Health  Committee  for  the  administration  of  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse,  and  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  salvage. 

No  material  changes  in  our  system  of  collection  and 
disposal  were  instituted  during  the  year.  With  modifications  in 
parts  of  the  area  it  is  as  follows 

Dustbin  refuse  collected  once  per  week. 

General  salvage  collected  once  per  week. 

Kitchen  waste  collected  twice  per  week. 

Refuse  Collection. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  was  maintained. 
The  dustbins  are  carried  out  to  the  vehicles  and  returned  to  the 
premises  by  the  Council's  workmen. 

We  have  a fleet  of  modem  refuse  collection  vehicles,  which 
we  try  to  maintain  in  such  a way  that  they  are  a credit  to  the 
Council.  In  my  opinion,  nothing  looks  worse  than  dirty  and  decrepit 
refuse  collecting  vehicles.  They  are  always  in  the  public  eye  and 
a constant  advertisement  for  the  district.

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and  Land  Reclamation. 


All  refuse  from  the  Urban  District,  including  refuse  from 
military  premises  within  the  Urban  District  and  some  military  refuse 
from  outside,  is  dealt  with  at  the  controlled  tip  situated  on  military 
land  in  the  centre  of  Famborough.  At  this  site,  low  lying  ground  is 
being  reclaimed  by  raising  it  some  eight  feet,  with  a view  to  its 
eventual  use  as  military  playing  fields  or  some  other  purpose  not  yet 
decided.  Some  five  acres  have  already  been  completed  out  of  an 
immediate  area  of  nine  acres,  and  there  is  much  more  low  lying  land 
adjacent  to  it  which  could  be  reclaimed  if  works  were  carried  out  to 
watercourses  and  ditches  in  the  area. 

We  are  fortunate  that  there  is  land  available  in  Famborough 
which,  by  controlled  tipping,  can  be  changed  from  useless  to  valuable 
land.  Five  sites  have  been  treated  in  this  way  and  are  now  used  for 
agricultural,  industrial  or  recreational  purposes. 

Early  in  the  year,  tipping  at  the  King  George  V Playing  Field 
was  completed  and  a useful  area  of  land  added  to  the  recreational 
ground.  35i039  loads  of  refuse  were  tipped  at  this  site.  During 
the  operation,  a gas  cylinder  brought  to  the  tip  in  military  refuse 
exploded  and  the  cylinder  was  hurled  about  fifty  yards.  Fortunately 
there  were  no  casualties. 

After  much  consideration  and  investigation  by  the  Health 
Committee,  the  Council  decided  to  replace  the  Angledozer,  which  had 
been  in  use  for  five  years,  by  a heavier  and  more  powerful  machine. 

It  was  decided  to  purchase  an  International  Drott  Tracked  Shovel  and 
this  was  put  into  operation  towards  the  end  of  the  financial  year. 

This  machine  can  consolidate  and  spread  the  refuse,  and  also  excavate 
and  spread  covering  materials. 

The  amount  of  civil  refuse  brought  to  the  tip  by  our  own 
vehicles  showed  an  increase  of  nearly  400  tons.  The  total  estimated 
tonnage  disposed  of  amounted  to  12,668  tons.  We  have  no  weighbridge 
at  the  tip  so  that  the  weights  have  to  he  estimated  and  checked  by 
periodical  test  weighings.

A total  of  1,210  tons  of  salvaged  materials  was  collected 
and  sold  for  the  sum  of  £8,228.  It  is  equivalent  to  approximately 
3.23  cwts,,  3.n  income  of  22/-d.,  per  house  or  premises  per  annum. 
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If  all  this  material  had  been  put  into  the  dustbins  and  disposed 
of  as  refuse,  not  only  would  this  large  sum  of  money  have  been 
lost,  but  the  cost  of  its  disposal  would  have  been  very  considerable. 

The  following  table  records  the  amount  of  material 
salvaged  and  sold  since  the  start  of  the  orgeinisation.

The  salvage  stewards  scheme  continued  in  operation 
during  the  year  and  our  seven  hundred  salvage  stewards  performed 
this  voluntary  work  satisfactorily. 

We  nearly  doubled  the  amount  of  salvaige,  chiefly  metals, 
recovered  from  the  controlled  tip.  This  amounted  to  one  hundred 
and  sixty  five  tons,  for  which  a bonus  of  a shilling  per  cwt.  for 
paper  and  rags  and  3d.  for  metals,  was  paid  to  the  workmen. 

Waste  Paper. 

Notwithstanding  the  quota  fixed  by  the  Mills  for  the 
amount  that  we  cotild  send,  oiir  waste  paper  collection  of  six 
hundred  and  eleven  tons  was  again  a record,  fifty  tons  higher 
than  the  previous  year.  This  was  accoxmted  for  by  the  quota  not 
coming  into  operation  until  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  we  took 
the  opportunity  of  sending  as  much  away  as  possible  before  this. 

Plant  and  Equipment. 

We  have  in  use  two  electrically  operated  paper  baling 
presses  and  one  tin  baling  press,  a paper  sorting  screen,  and 
an  elevator  to  load  bales  on  to  lorries.  All  this  machinery 
gave  good  service. 

The  provision  of  a larger  and  more  modem  tin  baler  was 
under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Kitchen  Waste  Collection  Service. 

The  twice  weekly  collection  over  most  of  the  district 
and  a weekly  collection  on  one  of  our  more  outlying  estates 
continued  during  the  year. 

No  difficulty  was  found  in  disposing  of  the  material  we 
collected  which  amounted  to  three  h\indred  and  eighty  eight  tons, 
being  a drop  of  forty  tew  tons  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
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With  the  filling  of  the  post  of  General  Assistant,  we  made  a real 
effort  to  check  this  decline  and  progress  had  been  made  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

3,121  household  containers  are  on  issue  to  householders 
who  desire  them,  and  in  addition,  seventy  eight  kitchen  waste  bins 
are  in  use  at  shops,  cafes  and  canteens. 

As  a result  of  the  decline  in  the  amount  of  kitchen  waste 
collected,  and  the  constantly  rising  operating  costs,  I was 
instructed  by  the  Health  Committee  to  submit  a comprehensive  report 
on  the  service.  After  very  careful  consideration  of  the  financial 
and  public  health  aspects,  the  Council  decided  to  continue  the 
service  for  the  time  being  and  extend  it  to  new  properties.

The  establishment  of  the  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvcige  Section 
of  the  Department  consisted  of  twenty-nine  workpeople  comprising 
foreman.  Assistant  Foreman,  one  Driver-Mechanic,  six  Drivers  and 
twenty  men,  women  and  youths. 

There  was  an  improvement  in  the  labour  position  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  our  numbers  did  not  fall  below  our  establish- 
ment to  the  same  extent.  It  still  proved  difficult,  however,  to 
recruit  men  physically  suitable  for  the  heavy  work  of  emptying 
dustbins,  and  we  still  have  to  employ  some  men  who  are  not  up  to  the 
physical  standard  required  for  this  work. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  loss  of  time  caused  by  sickness 
over  1955  > "two  htindred  and  twenty  eight  days  as  against  one  hundred 
and  twenty  five  days  in  1955 > l^ut  it  is  still  much  below  the  1954 
figure  of  three  h\jndred  and  eighty  three  days. 

Provision  of  Dustbins. 

Thirty  foxir  dustbins  of  British  Standard  Specification  type 
were  sold  by  the  Council  to  householders.  With  the  imposition  of 
purchase  tax  and  the  consequent  increase  in  price,  this  service  was 
discontinued  for  the  time  being. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  four  informal  notices  requiring  the 
provision  of  a dustbin  were  served,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty 
complied  with. 

Trade  Refuse. 

Where  there  is  living  accommodation  in  connection  with  trade 
premises,  one  bin  is  emptied  without  charge  and  no  charge  is  made 
for  the  collection  of  saleable  salvage.  All  other  trade  refuse  is 
charged  at  the  rate  of  sixpence  per  bin.  Sixty  five  traders  are 
paying  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  which  produced  an  income 
of  £212.

Vehicles 


A new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Side  Loading  Freighter,  of  twelve 
cubic  yards  capacity,  was  purchased  and  put  into  operation  in  September.

This  was  replaced  in  March  19575  by  an  International 
Drott  Tracked  Shovel. 

Each  vehicle  is  brought  in  for  regular  cleaning  and 
maintenance,  the  driver  being  responsible  for  his  own  vehicle. 

Repair  work  is  carried  out  by  the  departmental  mechanic. 

All  our  vehlclesj,  with  the  exception  of  the  new  Freighter 
mentioned  above,  and  the  International  Drott  Tracked  Shovel,  are 
powered  by  petrol  engines o These  diesel  engines  have  so  far  proved 
very  satisfactory  and  the  fuel  consumption  is  less  than  half  that  of 
the  equivalent  petrol  engined  vehicles.  Our  oldest  Fore  and  Aft 
Tipper  was  returned  to  the  Works  for  re-painting,  as  it  had  been  foxmd 
from  experience  that  this  is  well  worth  while  in  view  of  the  better 
finish  and  additional  life  obtained  from  the  paint  work. 

The  Commer  lorry,  which  had  given  good  service  for  many  years, 
was  taken  off  the  road  as  it  was  not  an  economic  proposition  to  repair. 
The  chassis  and  body  of  this  vehicle  were  handed  over  to  the  Parks 
Department  for  use  in  an  "Adventure  Playground". 

The  Financial  Aspect  of  the 
Cleansing  Service. 

The  Treasurer  has  been  unable  to  complete  the  financial 
details  for  the  Public  Cleansing  Costing  Return,  on  which  o\ir  summary 
of  costs  has,  in  the  past,  been  based.  I have,  therefore,  used 
figures  compiled  in  our  own  Department  in  an  endeavour  to  give  an 
overall  picture  of  the  running  costs  of  the  Service,  but  these  are 
not  so  detailed  as  those  normally  obtained  from  the  Central  Costing 
System. 

This  service,  which  includes  the  emptying  of  dustbins  and 
kitchen  waste  bins,  collecting  and  disposing  of  salvage,  costs 
Famborough  about  one  penny  three  farthings  per  head  of  the  population 
per  week.

These  figures  show  a slight  rise  in  costs  compared  with 
last  year,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  3.505^  of  the 
total  rate  income  was  devoted  to  Public  Cleansing  compared  with 
4«345^  last  year. 

7.  SANITABY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

Appendix  A on  page  34  gives  the  number  of  inspections 
carried  out  during  the  year.  Regular  inspection  of  the  area 
is  maintained. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty  five  complaints  were  received. 

All  were  investigated  and  action  taken  as  required. 

8.  INSPECTION  OF  SHOPS. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act  relating  to  hours  of 
closing  are  administered  by  the  officers  of  the  County  Council, 
the  provisions  relating  to  Health  and  Welfare  by  your  Public 
Health  Department. 

9.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  Clean  Air  Act,  195^,  came  into  operation  on  the  31st 
December,  195^.  It  will  provide  the  powers  and  the  machinery 
which  many  Local  Authorities  have  been  asking  for  so  long  and 
which,  in  the  past,  have  only  been  possible  by  means  of  expensive 
Private  Acts.  It  will  be  interesting  to  see  what  will  be  the 
general  reaction  of  Local  Authorities  to  these  new  powers  and  to 
the  drive  for  clean  air  which  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Government 
to  commence.  Unless  there  is  whole  hearted  support,  the  aims  of 
the  Act  cannot  be  achieved.  Given  that  support,  and  with  the 
progress  that  science  is  now  making,  I see  no  reason  why  within 
the  foreseeable  fut\ire  our  air  will  not  be  as  pure  as  our  water, 
with  immense  benefits  to  all. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment, 
a steam  grab  which  has  been  the  cause  of  a persistent  smoke 
nuisance,  was  replaced  by  a diesel  operated  machine. 
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Our  black  spot,  a factory  at  which  large  drums  containing 
synthetic  bitumen  are  burnt  in  the  open,  continued  to  belch  forth 
its  malodourous  products  into  the  atmosphere.  Although  situated 
adjacent  to  o\ar  largest  housing  estate,  the  proprietors  were  careful 
to  operate  when  the  wind  carried  the  smoke  in  the  opposite  direction 
so  that  most  of  it  drifted  into  the  adjacent  Urban  District  of 
Primley  and  Camberley,  to  the  annoyance  of  people  in  that  area. 

Most  of  the  bxirning  is  now  done  diiring  the  night,  presumably  on  the 
principle  that  ’’what  the  eye  does  not  see  the  heart  does  not  grieve 
over” . 


Householders  are  advised  to  install  modem  solid  fuel 
burning  appliances  which,  if  properly  used,  not  only  reduce  the  smoke 
emitted  but  are  more  economical  in  operation.  It  is  made  a condition 
of  improvement  grants  that  approved  firegrates  are  installed. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Smoke  Abatement 

Society. 


10.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  is  a small  open-air  swimming  pool  and  a paddling  pool 
in  the  district,  owned  and  managed  by  the  Council.  The  swimming 
pool  is  provided  with  an  up-to-date  filtration  and  chlorination  plant. 
The  paddling  pool  is  emptied  and  refilled  frequently  and  is  chlorinated 
by  hand  dosing. 

There  is  also  a bathing  pool  at  a private  school  in  the  area. 


11.  RODENT  AND  INSECT  CONTROL. 

One  man  is  employed  for  rodent  control  work,  and  he  also 
carried  out  insect  pest  control  work  in  conjxinction  with  other  members 
of  the  Department. 

(a)  Rodent  Destruction. 


Details  of  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  ended  31st

In  accordance  with  Ministry  policy,  as  much  time  as  possible 
is  given  to  rodent  survey  work  with  a view  to  covering  all  the  premises 
in  the  district. 


The  Council's  properties,  including  the  sewage  works,  salvage 
works  and  refuse  tips,  were  kept  under  regular  supervision  and  control. 

No  charges  are  made  for  work  carried  out  at  private 
dwellinghouses.  In  the  case  of  business  premises,  a charge  is  made 
based  on  the  actual  cost  of  the  work. 

By  arrangement  with  the  proprietors  of  many  of  the  business 
premises,  treatment  for  the  eradication  of  rodents  and  other  pests  is 
carried  out  at  their  premises,  covering  periods  of  three,  six  or 
twelve  months . 
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Co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Army  authorities, 
who  are  responsible  for  rodent  control  work  on  War  Department 
property. 


Rechargeable  rodent  and  other  pest  control  work 
produced  an  income  of  £157 • 

(i)  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 » 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  Act,  all  work 
being  done  by  informal  action. 

(ii)  Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers. 

A test  baiting  of  the  sewers  showed  that,  with  the 
exception  of  the  old  section  of  the  system  in  South  Famboro\igh, 
all  were  clear  of  infestation.  This  section  was  treated  three 
times  during  the  year  in  an  effort  to  effect  as  complete  a 
clearance  as  possible.  Warfarin  poison  was  used  for  the  first 
time  in  the  treatment  schedule,  which  was  as  follows:- 

Treatment  1.  May.  Zinc  Phosphide. 

Treatment  2.  July.  Warfarin. 

Treatment  3*  October.  Arsenic  poison. 

At  the  end  of  October  a test  was  carried  out  and  the 
sewers  were  found  to  be  clear  of  infestation.  - 

(iii)  North  Hants  Rodent  Control  Committee. 

The  Council  is  a constituent  member  of  the  above 
Committee  which  comprises  the  Borou^s  of  Aldershot  and 
Basingstoke,  the  Parnborough  and  Fleet  Urban  District  Councils, 
and  the  Alton,  Basingstoke  and  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District 
Councils.  The  representatives  on  this  Committee  comprised  one 
member  of  the  local  authority  together  with  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  of  the  district.  The  Ministry  of  Agricxilture , 
Fisheries  and  Pood,  the  Aldershot  Military  District  and  the 
Hampshire  Agricultural  Executive  also  send  representatives. 

Meetings  of  the  Committee  are  held  quarterly  in  the 
different  districts  and  they  are  a useful  medium  for  discussing 
rodent  control  problems  and  ensxiring  co-operation  between  the 
local  authorities  and  other  bodies  in  the  northern  area  of  the 
County. 

(b)  Insect  Pests. 


Work  under  this  heading  continued  and  the  public  now 
call  on  the  Department  to  deal  with  pests  of  all  kinds.  This 
help  is  given  wherever  possible,  but  the  destruction  of  many  of 
these  pests  is  not  the  statutory  responsibility  of  the  local 
authority,  but  rather  a service  made  available  to  the  public 
to  fill  a need. 


In  addition  to  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice,  one 
hundred  and  ninety  nine  visits  were  made  to  deal  with  the 
following  pests:-

Apart  from  advice  on  how  to  deal  with  these  pests, 
supplies  of  insecticide  are  available  from  the  Department  on 
repayment  to  enable  householders  and  other  persons  to  deal  with 
them. 
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As  far  as  possible,  ponds,  ditches  and  watercourses  in  the 
area  are  kept  xinder  observation  in  connection  with  mosquito  control. 

(i)  Bed  Bugs. 

Pour  properties,  totalling  eighteen  rooms,  were  disinfested 
for  this  pest  d\iring  the  year. 

The  treatment  of  infested  premises  consists  of  spraying 
with  liquid  insecticide,  incorporating  D.D.T.  or  Benzene  Hexachloride . 

(ii)  Earwig  Infestation  - 
Council  Housing  Estates. 

Earwigs  which  have  caused  so  much  trouble  at  some  of  our 
new  housing  estates  during  previous  years  are  now  under  control  and 
there  were  no  reported  incidents  of  any  consequence. 

(iii)  The  House  Longhorn  Beetle. 

A Mystery! 

Although  cases  of  infestation  by  this  destructive  timber 
boring  beetle  are  still  prevalent  in  adjacent  districts  in  Surrey, 
no  cases  have  yet  been  discovered  or  reported  in  Pamboroxigh. 

I cannot  think  of  any  explanation  for  this.  It  is  a complete 
mystery,  although  a welcome  one. 

(iv)  Wasps  Nests. 

Thirty  six  wasps  nests  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of 
householders,  for  which  a charge  is  made.  This  work  is  often  made 
difficult  by  the  inaccessibility  of  the  nests. 

12.  BISINFECTIQN  WORK. 

Seventeen  properties  were  visited  for  the  disinfection  or 
disinfestation  of  rooms.  Material  which  requires  steam  disinfection 
is  taken  to  the  Northfield  Hospital,  Aldershot,  for  treatment  under 
arrangements  made  with  the  Parnham  Hospital  Management  Committee. 

13.  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  demand  for  caravan  sites  continued.  Pollowing  its 
acquisition  for  use  as  a building  site.  Prospect  Road  caravan  site 
was  grad\ially  reduced.  Work  had  not  yet  commenced  on  the  new  site 
at  Hawley  Lane  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Three  unsatisfactory  vans  of  a semi-permanent  nature,  used 
as  living  accommodation,  were  removed  and  the  families  transferred 
to  permanent  dwellings. 

Although  caravans  aire  a problem  in  the  area,  I think  we  can 
claim  that  they  are  under  control.

There  are  ninety  eight  factories  on  the  register,  the 
largest  being  for  the  manufacture  of  cosmetics.

Improvements  are  effected  each  year,  but  there  is  still  room 
for  improvement  in  the  catering  arrangements.  There  should  be  more 
consvLLtation  between  the  caterers  and  your  officers  before  the  event.

There  is  still  a keen  demand  for  housing  accommodation  in 
the  district  although  good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  provision 
of  new  houses.  I think  this  demand  is  inevitable  in  a rapidly 
developing  district  such  as  Famborough  and  its  proximity  to  London. 

The  niomber  of  houses  erected  by  the  Council  was  down  to 
twelve,  the  lowest  number  since  the  war.  On  the  other  hand,  houses 
erected  by  private  enterprise  increased,  so  that  the  total  was  only 
one  below  that  of  last  year.

Inspection  and  Repair  of  Houses. 

The  Housing,  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954>  did  not  check  the 
deterioration  of  rent  controlled  houses  to  any  appreciable  extent. 

Many  houses  which  repairs  could  have  saved  are  no  longer  an  economic 
proposition.  Much  is  written  and  said  about  the  vandalism  of  Local 
Authorities  and  their  officials  condemning  and  demolishing  picturesque 
old  cottages.  This  criticism  is  usually  ill  informed.  I am  as 
enthusiastic  as  anyone  in  trying  to  save  old  buildings,  and, speaking 
as  a private  person,  if  I had  the  financial  means  nothing  would  give 
me  greater  satisfaction  than  preserving  and  restoring  houses  built 
by  craftsmen  cent\iries  ago.  I have  no  regrets  on  seeing  demolished. 
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\agly  xmfit  cottages  usually  erected  in  the  past  hundred  years  and 
which  have  outlived  their  usefulness,  but  to  demolish  houses  which 
were  built  in  an  age  when  usefulness  was  combined  with  beauty  is 
destroying  something  which  is  irreplaceable  and  which  is  part  of 
our  country’s  heritage o However,  we  have  to  be  realistic,  and  we 

cannot  expect  landlords  to  spend  large  sims  of  money,  which  they 
cannot  usually  afford,  on  houses  for  other  people  to  admire  \inless 
they  have  a reasonable  return  for  the  money  spent.  We  have  few 
enough  of  these  houses  in  Farnborough,  most  of  the  smaller  old 
cottages  are  included  in  our  Unfit  Housing  Programme.  I have 
tried  to  get  them  restored,  so  far  without  success. 

Dtaring  the  year  one  hundred  and  thirteen  houses  were 
inspected  and  forty-nine  repaired,  involving  six  hundred  and 
forty  six  visits  of  inspection. 

Particulars  of  housing  inspections  and  repair  work  carried 
out  are  given  in  Appendices  ”A"  and  ”B”. 


Satisfactory  progress  was  made  during  the  first  year  of 
our  programme.  The  Council  will  recall  that  the  number  of  houses 
provisionally  included  in  the  five  year  programme  was  seventy,  and 
it  was  considered  that  these  could  be  dealt  with  over  a period  of 
four  years.  This  number  of  seventy  is  not  a final  figure,  and 
houses  will  be  added  if  found  to  be  in  such  condition  that  they 
should  be  included.  On  the  other  hand,  all  the  houses  at  present 
schedxiled  may  not  be  demolished,  as  reconditioning  and  modernisation 
may  save  some  of  them.  I am  encouraging  this  where  the  structure 
and  position  of  the  building  renders  this  advisable,  and  where  the 
owners  are  prepared  to  spend  the  money  involved.

SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  duties  of  the  Department  under  this  heading  include 
the  inspection  for  evidence  of  disease  and  fitness  for  hxjman 
consumption  of  all  animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouses,  the 
examination  as  may  be  necessary  of  all  other  foods  sold  in  the 
district,  and  the  supervision  of  food  premises  and  food  vehicles 
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to  ensure  that  food  is  stored,  prepared  and  sold  \inder  clean  and 
hygienic  conditions.  In  conjunction  with  this  inspection  work, 
samples  of  food  and  milk  and  food  utensils  are  regularly  taken  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

This  food  inspection  work  is  a big  task.  It  is  dealt 
with  below  under  its  different  headings. 

(a)  THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 


There  is  one  dairy  and  twenty  eight  distributors  of  milk 
on  the  register,  and  the  supervision  of  these  premises  and  milk 
supply  was  maintained. 

All  milk  sold  in  the  Earnborough  district  is  designated, 
being  either  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised. 

There  is  one  dairy  in  which  milk  is  pasteurised.  This 
has  been  well  maintained  and  samples  to  check  the  efficiency  of  the 
process  were  taken  at  frequent  intervals.  This  plant  is  supervised 
by  your  Council  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council.  This  arrangement 
has  worked  satisfactorily.

Rat  Excreta  in  Milk. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  prosecution  in  the 
case  of  the  bottle  of  milk  containing  rat  excreta  delivered  to  a 
householder.  This  milk  was  bottled  in  a dairy  outside  Pamborough. 
The  magistrates  found  that  there  had  been  no  lack  of  reasonable 
diligence  on  the  part  of  the  dairyman,  and  dismissed  the  case. 


Milk  Sampling. 

The  standards  for  designated  milks  are  prescribed  by  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  ( Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk) 
Regulations  1949 > and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk) 
Regulations  1949  «■ 

During  the  year,  one  hundred  and  eight  samples  of  milk 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  of  which  foxir,  or 
3.7?^j  did  not  reach  the  required  standard.

Cleansing  and  Sterilising  of 

Milk  Bottles  and  Equipment. 

Five  bottles  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
satisfactory. 

Ice  Cream. 

We  have  sixty  three  premises  registered  for  the  sale,  and  one 
for  the  manufacture,  of  ice  cream.  One  hundred  and  ten  visits  for 
inspection  and  sampling  were  made.  A great  deal  of  trouble  was 
experienced  with  the  manufacturer.  The  ice  cream  was  prepared  from 
a pasteurised  mix,  transported  from  a considerable  distance.  The 
temperature  was  not  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat 
Treatment)  Regulations,  and  samples  taken  did  not  reach  a satisfactory 
standard.  The  position  was  not  satisfactory  when  manufactuxe  ceased 
at  the  end  of  the  season.  Details  of  samples  taken  are  given  below:-

In  January,  after  about  eighteen  months  endeavouring  to 
have  the  Peabody  Road  slaughterhouse  improved,  the  Council  refused 
to  renew  the  slaughterhouse  licence.  The  owner  appealed,  and  the 
Magistrates  Court  upheld  his  appeal  on  an  undertaking  being  given 
that  the  work  would  be  carried  out  within  six  months. 

The  improvements  were  commenced  but  were  not  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  six  months  period,  and  on  application  by  the  owner 
the  Court  gave  him  a further  two  months  to  complete  the  work. 

At  the  end  of  the  two  months  extension,  the  work  was  still 
not  finished  and  the  owner’ s application  for  a further  extension 
was  successfully  opposed  by  the  Council,  and  the  slaughterhouse  was 
closed  down  in  November. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  improvements  were  still  not 
completed. 


Meat  Inspection. 


A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  recommendations  laid  down  in  Memo  3 (Meat) . Pour 
hvindred  and  fifty  one  visits  were  made  by  the  inspectors  for  the 
purpose  of  meat  inspection.  Three  thousand,  nine  hxmdred  and 
sixty  animals  were  killed  and  inspected.  1005^  meat  inspection 
was  maintained. 

There  was  an  approximate  decrease  of  50?^  in  the  number  of 
animals  killed  during  the  year,  owing  to  the  restriction  of  killing 
whilst  the  Peabody  Road  slaughterhouse  was  being  re-constructed. 
This  was  fortunate  indeed  because  the  Department  was  without  an 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  from  January  to  October.

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Incidence  of  Tu'berculosis* 


It  will  "be  seen  that  three  hiandred  and  ninety  one  cows  were 
killed  at  the  Peabody  Road  slaughterhouse  diaring  the  year.  The 
percentage  of  cows  affected  with  tuberculosis  was  32.5^  compared  with 
24. 65^  in  1955.  Pour  cows  were  foimd  to  have  lesions  in  the  udder. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  percentage  of  cows 
affected  with  tuberculosis.  This  was  due  to  the  rather  poor  quality 
cows  slaughtered  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

The  following  graph  shows  details  of  the  percentage  of 
animals  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberciilosis  in  the  Parnborough 
slaughterhouses  since  1940.

All  cattle  are  inspected  for  the  presence  of  this  parasite 
and  the  table  on  page  31  gives  details  of  its  incidence  in  Parnborou^ 
since  1949*  Carcases  so  affected  have  either  to  be  condemned  or 
subjected  to  refrigeration  for  a period  of  not  less  than  two  weeks 
at  a temperature  not  exceeding  14®P  or  not  less  than  three  weeks  at 
a temperature  not  exceeding  20°P. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  has  been  a steady  decline 
in  the  incidence  of  this  infection  since  1952.

The  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food. 

Meat  condemned  at  the  si a\aghter house  is  mutilated  and 
treated  with  a vegetable  dye  by  the  inspectors.  It  is  then  collected 
for  manufact\ire  into  fertilizers.  Each  item  of  meat  and  offal 
condemned  is  entered  on  a certificate  of  surrender  which  is  signed 
by  the  owner  of  the  slaughterhouse.  The  contractors  also  certify 
that  they  will  dispose  of  the  meat  for  manufacttire  into  fertilizers.

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(c)  FOOD  HYGIENE  MD  THE  FOOD 
HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 > which  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  January  1956 » laid  down  higher  standards 
in  food  premises.  All  proprietors  were  notified  of  the 
Regulations  and  supplied  with  information  about  them. 

The  clauses  relating  to  cleanliness  came  into  operation 
forthwith,  but  those  requiring  structural  alterations,  provision 
of  wash-basins,  sinks,  etc.,  were  postponed  ointil  July  to  give 
proprietors  an  opport\mity  to  carry  out  the  work. 

The  necessary  inspection  of  all  o\rr  premises  was 
delayed  because  of  the  staff  difficulty  in  the  department  and 
the  work  on  the  Unfit  Housing  Programme,  but  it  was  well  xmder 
way  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Pood  Hygiene  Guild  remained  in  being,  but  only  one 
meeting  was  held. 

During  the  summer,  a complaint  of  mo\ildy  pies  was 
investigated,  and  as  delivery  by  the  manxifacturer  was  frequent 
auid  regular,  it  was  evident  that  products  were  being  kept  too 
long  in  the  shop.  This  is  a matter  which  requires  careful 
attention,  especially  in  warm  weather  or  if  the  pies  are  exposed 
in  warm  places. 

Improvements  in  Public  Houses. 

During  the  year  extensive  improvements  and  alterations 
were  made  to  two  Public  Houses.  This  reconstruction  included 
provision  of  sinks  and  wash-basins  with  hot  and  cold  water  in 
the  bars,  additional  sanitary  accommodation,  additional  bar  space, 
and,  in  one  case,  the  reconstruction  of  the  whole  drainage  system 
and  provision  of  an  additional  cesspool.

Co-operation  is  also  received  from  The  Librarian  and  Housing  Manager 
and  literat\ire  is  available  in  the  Public  Library  and  the  Housing 
Department  Enquiry  Office. 

Two  sets  of  hoardings,  situated  in  prominent  positions  in 
the  district,  are  kept  posted  with  publicity  material  dealing  with 
different  aspects  of  public  health  work,  partic\ilarly  in  connection 
with  our  salvage  service,  I am  satisfied  that  the  steady  stream  of 
publicity  we  put  out  on  these  very  prominent  hoardings  is  of  real 
assistance  and  keep  the  subject  continually  before  the  public. 

Yoin*  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  gave  a number  of  talks 
to  organisations  on  food  hygiene,  clean  air,  and  other  public  health 
subjects.  The  slide  and  film  projector,  purchased  jointly  by  the 
Council  and  the  Pood  Hygiene  Guild,  proved  extremely  useful  for 
these  talks,  particularly  to  illustrate  matters  of  local  interest. 

We  have  prepared  photographs  and  slides  illustrating  Unfit  Houses 
and  Reconditioned  Houses,  Controlled  Tipping,  and  other  aspects  of 
the  work  of  the  Department .
